Dispute boils over road damage at L.V. dam site

LA VERNE — The Metropolitan Wa­ 
ter District wants, to finish its multi­ 
million dollar dam at Live Oak Reser­ 
voir as quickly as possible, but the 
contractors may not get their trucks 
through unless they agree to some ex­ 
pensive and unexpected repairs. 
The city, meanwhile, is taking a lot 
of pressure from irate residents who 
find their main roads all torn up. And 
a cement contractor is trying to figure 
out who will pay for two truckloads of 
cement which hardened because the

trucks were not allowed to go to the 
job. 
All of this is causing a giant turmoil, 
with possible lawsuits, in La Verne 
Heights. 
Just who is going to pay for the 
damages to Golden Hills Road and La 
Verne Avenue has placed the city, the 
MWD and the Morrison-Knudsen Con­ 
tracting Co. of Boise, Ida. in a quanda­ 
ry. 
“Everybody 
is 
hollering,’’ 
City 
Manager George Caswell said. “But 
nobody wants to take the responsibil­ 
ity.” 


The Morrison-Knudsen firm began 
construction about three months ago of 
the 1.500-acre dam that will hold Fea­ 
ther River water for the Southland. 
Six weeks ago the pavement began 
to crack all along Golden Hills Road 
under the impact of the heavy car­ 
riers. On April 22 Caswell wrote to the 
contractors asking that they repair the 
damages. On April 26 the contractors 
disclaimed 
responsibility, 
contending 
that such repairs were not part of their 
contract with the MWD. 
Caswell then appealed to the MWD 
which instructed Morrison-Knudsen to 


repair the damages its trucks were 
causing. The MWD agreed but so far 
nothing has been done. 
Conditions became so bad with rip­ 
ped concrete lying all along the road 
that the city closed down Golden Hills 
Road to all but passengers cars Tues­ 
day. 
Two trucks delivering concrete from 
the Tri-Cities Concrete Co. to the job 
were stopped. While they waited for 
further instructions, the concrete hard­ 
ened in the truck and became useless. 
Other heavy trucks delivering critical 


equipment to the dam also were turned 
back. 
The city made temporary repairs 
Tuesday and part of Wednesday then 
reopened the road. Caswell said the 
cost would be billed to Morrison-Knud­ 
sen. 
"Those repairs won’t be able to take 
36-ton trucks for very long,” he said. 
“But worse than that, the trucks are 
now beginning to tear up Wheeler 
Avenue also. And the job still has VA 
years to go. 
He said that unless the repairs are 
kept up and someone guarantees that 


the roads will be rebuilt, the city may 
deny passage to the trucks altogether. 
'The responsibility obviously lies with 
the contractor,” he contended. “ But 
since the contractor works for the 
MWD, we may have to go that route. 
There may be some lawsuits.” 
He said residents who use the roads 
have been complaining about damages 
to tires for weeks now, and the phone 
calls are becoming more and more 
irate. 
“The city and the county are the in­ 
nocent victims,” he said. “But our first 
responsibility is to protect the streets.”

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Lightning kills 
Late next week? 


7 in Midwest 
Nixon reportedly plans 
early trip to Mideast

A storm system which swept from 
the Central Plains to Ohio brought 
death by lightning to seven persons in 
the Midwest Wednesday. 
Four young girls and a woman died 
in the St. Louis area, and to the east­ 
ward two men were killed in Indiana. 
Jimmie Hibbs, 19, was standing un­ 
der a tree in Columbus, Ind., and was 
killed by a lightning bolt. A 15-year-old 
girl standing with him was Injured. In 
spencer, Ind., John Vaughn, 68, died 
when hit by flying wood from a tree 
struck by lightning, and the fragments 
injured another man. 
The bodies of four teen-aged girls 
were found huddled together under a 
tree near a high school in the St. Louis 
suburb of Manchester. Authorities said 
they apparently burned to death after 
being struck by lightning. 
Hie girls, who got out of school early 


after taking final exams, were taking a 
shortcut through the woods to their 
homes. 
Two women were hit by lightning in 
north St. 
Louis County when 
they 
sought shelter under a tree on a golf 
course. One died several hours later at 
a hospital. The other was treated and 
released. 
A Kensett, Iowa, school lost its roof 
when a tornado blew through the town. 
Several persons were injured by flying 
glass. Livestock were killed by storms 
throughout northern Iowa. 
Heavy thunderstorms plagued Mis­ 
souri, Illinois, Kentucky, and Ohio into 
the night Wednesday. More thunders­ 
torm activity was reported in southern 
Alabama, Texas, Delaware and Vir- 
giria. Showers and thundershowers hit 
West Virginia and Pennsylvania, and 
from Wyoming and Montana into east­ 
ern Washington. 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - President 
Nixon, eager to dramatize success in

Nixon personally announced to White 
House reporters Wednesday that Syria 
and Israel had reached an agreement 
on the disengagement of their military 
forces on the Golan Heights. 
He stammered a bit in making the 
brief announcement, but appeared jubi­ 
lant over the 33-day shuttle diplomacy 
by Secretary of State Henry A. Kissi­ 
nger. 
Nixon will set the dates of his Middle 
East trip after conferring with Kissi­ 
nger, who is expected to return to 
Washington tonight. 
Kissinger will brief Democratic and 
Republican congressional leaders on 
his mission som after he arrives home.

WASHINGTON tUPI) - The House 
Judiciary Committee voted 28 to 10 to­ 
day to inform President Nixon his re 
itisal to honor its subpoenas “ might 
constitute a ground for impeachment.” 
After an hours debate the con­ 
gressmen agreed to send Nixon a letter 
advising him they will feel free to con­ 
clude he is hiding evidence harmful to 


his cause by continuing to ignore sub­ 
poenas for Watergate tapes and docu­ 
ments. 
The committee also was considering 
whether to subpoena more presidential 
tapes and documents in its impeach­ 
ment inquiry'. Three subpoenas have 
already been issued. N:xon ignored two 
and released his Watergate transcripts 
in response to the third.

6 wounded in Cleveland shootout; suspects caught 


CLEVELAND (UPI) — Three per­ 
sons, identified as members of a group 
which provided pallbearers for the fu 
neral of Donald DeFreeze, head of the 
Symbionese Liberation Army, were ar­ 
rested early today following a gun- 
battle with nearly 100 policemen. Six 
persons, 
including 
four 
policemen, 
were wounded. 
Police said the men had been foiled 
earlier in an apparent kidnap attempt. 
Cleveland radio station WJW report­ 
ed that one of the three men aricsted 
said he and his friends were members 
of the Sunni Orthodox Muslims, who 
were pallbearers at DeFreezes funeral 
here last week. DeFreeze and five oth­ 
er SLA members died in Los Angeles 
May 17 when they shot at police and 
FBI agents besieging a burning home 
where kidnaped Patricia Hearst was 
thought to be. 
Police said the sequence of events 
began Wednesday night when a man 
tentatively identified as Andrew Jack­ 
son, 39, East Cleveland, was kidnaped 


by five black men on Fourth Avenue in 
Cleveland. 
lackson escaped, apparently while 
being take« to his home, police said. 
”My slave name is Craig Gregory 
Fowler,” the suspect, who called him­ 
self Mujahab, told WJW. “We went af­ 
ter a dope killer tonight. We’re not af­ 
raid of death. We went to get him 
Nobody innocent is to be killed.” 
Two of those wounded early today 
were identified as John O’Brien, 19, 
and Dennis O’Brien, 31, two members 
of a family held hostage by the group 
during the gunbattle. Both had been 
shot at least three times and both were 
listed in fair condition, police said. 
Police identified the three arrested 
as Charles Jordan, 22, Cleveland, pa­ 
roled in 1972 after serving time for 
delinquent murder, Larry Johson, 24, 
of Cleveland, paroled in 1971 after 
serving a term for truck stealing; and 
Fowler, 25, East Cleveland, arrested in 
New York in 1971 on a weapons charge. 


Cleveland Patrolman Gerald Schette- 
rer, 31, originally reported as killed, 
was listed in critical condition at Hu­ 
ron Road Hospital in suburban East 
Cleveland. One other olficer from the 
Cleveland Police Department and two 
East Cleveland patrolmen were listed 
in fair condition at the hospital. 
East Cleveland Police Lt. Richard 
Hrovat said “a preliminary investiga­ 
tion shows that this (the kidnaping) 
was somewhat related to drugs.” 
He said two of the men then fled die 
area, and the other three forced their 
way into the East Cleveland home or 
William J. O’Brien and held the family 
hostage. The two men who fled re 
mained at large today. 
Hrovat said police began searching 
the area after finding an abandoned 
automobile apparently belonging to the 
suspects. Once the suspects were dis­ 
covered and the shootout and tear gas 
barrage began, about 100 policemen 
from the two departments were called 


to the scene, he said. 
“We discovered them (the three sus­ 
pects) on a door to door search.” Hro 
vat said. ”A little boy came out of the 
house and yelled that someone was in 
there. Police went lor cover when 
heavy gunfire began coming from the 
house. 
Police returned 
the 
gunfire 
when they saw the suspects. 
“ An armored vehicle arrived from 
the Cleveland Police Department and 
fired teargas into the house. One of the 
suspects called the station here and 1 
could hear the hostages in the back­ 
ground 
screaming 
hysterically. 
He 
wanted to make a deal, but then we 
poured more teargas into the house 
and they came running out. 
“The hostages ran out after the sec 
ond burst of tear gas and then the sus­ 
pects ran out,” Hrovat said. 
Hrovat said the shootout “lasted 
what seemed to be several hours, but 
probably lasted only about an hour 11

TEL AVIV (UPI) — Secretary of 
Mate Henry A. Kissinger left for home 
today, ending his m arathon peace mis­ 
sion with an Israeli-Syrian troop sepa­ 
ration acoord providing 
“ a 
turning 
point” in Middle E ast history. 
Kissinger flew to Cairo this morning 
to report to Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat on the details of the dramatic 
m ilitary disengagem ent agreement to 
end the w ar of attrition on the Golan 
Heights. 
“ I believe it can mark a turning 
point in the history of the Middle 
E ast,” the secretary of state said in a 
v departure statem ent at Ben-Gurion In­ 
ternational Airport. 
Kissinger was scheduled to be back 
in Washington tonight. 33 days after he 
* cautiously set out on his longest, toug* 
^ hest and most complicated diplomatic 
* 
mission. 
* 
The secretary noted “the gulf of sus­ 
picion. the lack of confidence, the suf- 
t 
fering that had to be bridged in order 
I to bring both sides to the point where 
* 
they could take this step toward peace 
that they have in fact taken.” 
- 
“ Having overcome these obstacles. 
- there is now hope we can move toward 
a period of lasting peace in the Middle 
.* East,*’ he said. 
Kissinger said he was gratified that 
both sides trusted the United States 
, “ It is America whose values have been 
v considered sufficiently relevant,” he 
said. 
Israeli Foreign Minister Abba Eban 
saw Kissinger off and said the accord 
was “not only a victory for American 
statesmanship, but also a victory for

the cause of peace in the Middle East 
and of the world." 
A tearful Prime Minister Golda Meir 
called Kissinger “ fantastic" Wednes­ 
day night and thanked him for ending 
“the nightmare of killing and w ar" on 
the Golan Heights. 
The decisions of Mrs. Meir and Sy­ 
rian President Hafez Assad to accept 
the accord Wednesday marked the first 
formal agreement between the 
two 
warring nations since the armistice en­ 
ding Israel’s 1948 war of independence. 
Military officers from

and 
Syria 
were 
scheduled 
to 
sign 
the 
agreement Friday in Geneva, ending 
the two nations’ II-week war of attri­ 
tion along the Golan Heights. 
The breakthrough pact set the stage 
for a trip to the Middle East by Presi­ 
dent Nixon next month and a full-scale 
peace conference in Geneva in July. 
Israel was expected to arrange a 
new trooo pullback accord with Egypt 
in the fall and then attem pt to reach a 
military disengagement pact with Jo r­ 
dan. 
Mrs. Meir called the Knesset (parlia­ 
ment) into session after Kissinger’s de­ 
parture to tell Israeli legislators the 
details of the agreement and ask for 
approval. 
Israeli 
government 
sources 
gave 
these details in advance: 
—Israel will withdraw from the 325 
square miles of Syrian land captured 
in the 1973 Middle East War and a 
slice of Golan Heights territory taken 
in 1967. Israel will give up Quneitra, 
former capital of the heights, but keep 
three strategic hills west of the city. 


—About 1,250 members of a United 
N a t i o n s Disengagement Observer 
Force (UNDOF) will police a Golan 
buffer zone 1.2 to 3.6 miles wide. 


—Syrian civilians and administrators 
will return to Quneitra and Arab vil­ 
lages in the buffer zone. 
—Israel and Syria will each be limit­ 
ed to 6,000 troops, 75 tanks and 36 light 
artillery guns within six miles of the 
buffer zone. Each will be barred from 
having missiles and long-range artille­ 
ry in the next six miles, but will be 
able to keep up to 450 tanks and un­ 
restricted troops in the area. 
—Syria will release 68 Israeli priso­ 
ners in exchange for 392 Syrians, 10 
Iraqis and six Moroccans seized by Is­ 
rael in the 1973 Middle East War. 
—The United States was expected to 
give Israel assurances of political and 
diplomatic support in case of retaliato­ 
ry' raids against Arab guerrilla bases 
in Syria. 
Israeli sources said the last item led 
the Jerusalem government Wednesday 
to drop the final unresolved issue —an 
Israeli call for Syria to discourage Pa­ 
lestinian guerrilla raids. 
Kissinger visited Israel 17 times and 
made 13 trips to Syria during his tire­ 
some peace mission, which also in­ 
cluded trips to Egypt, Saudi Arabia 
and Algeria. 
He talked three times with Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko to 
blunt Russian opposition to the trip. A 
high U.S. official said the Soviets did 
not hinder the mission, but failed to 
help.

Arabs are cautious, rest 
of world expresses hope

Arab nations reacted with caution to­ 
day to Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger’s success in separating Is­ 
raeli and Syrian forces, but countries 
around the world expressed hope for a 
“durable and just” Middle East peace. 
A tearful Prim e Minister Golda Meir 
fold Kissinger ot Israel’s "great appre­ 
ciation, admiration and wonder” at his 
marathon mission to end the 11-week 
war of attrition on the embattled Golan 
Heights. 


“We all hope this goes well, and that 
this agreement is a beginning for a 
real and lasting peace with all our 
neighbors, on all our borders.“ Mrs. 
Meir said. 


Egypt's 
goverment 
- 
controlled 
press played down the military dis­ 
engagement pact as only a step to full- 
scale Middle East peace talks in Ge­ 
neva. 


The Cairo newspaper A1 Akhbar said 
peace was impossible as long as Israel 
"pursues an expansionist and aggres­ 
sive policy and continues to deny the 
rights of the Palestinians.” 
“ Israel should remember this at the 
second phase of the Geneva conference 
because the Arabs are determined to 
realize their just objectives regardless 


of the p rc e ,” the newspaper said in an 
editorial. 
Israeli newspapers found merit in 
the accord negotiated by Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger in the past 
four weeks, but their editorials ref­ 
lected strong concern for the future even 
with the agreement. 
“Of all the dangers in the agree­ 
ment, the activities of the terrorists is 
the greatest.” M a'ariv said. Even with 
a green light from Washington, Israel 
will be limited in hitting back at guer­ 
rilla attacks by virtue of the agree­ 
ment, it said. 
Israeli Troops on the rocky from 
gathered around transistor radios in 
flack jackets and helmets to hear the 
news. Some took the news calmly but 
others broke into cheers and held bat­ 
tlefield celebrations of sorts when they 
heard of the agreement.

orbit, if all goes well, at 3:41 p.m., 
EDT. 
The satellite, built by Fairchild In­ 
dustries, is the most expensive un­ 
manned earth satellite ever launched. 
Cost of the project will be about half 
the price of a manned mission to the 
moon. 


The huge 3.090 pound satellite

BASE, Ohio (UPl) — The discovery of 
a lead-free anti-knock gasoline additive 
vas announced here Wednesday by 
scientists at Wright-Patterson’• aero­ 
space chemistry research laboratory. 
Dr. Robert E. Sievers said the dis­ 
covery will save billions of dollars oth­ 
erwise needed to build refineries and 
will make possible the lead-free, gaso­ 


line needed to avoid “ poisoning” of 
new catalytic automobile systems. 
Sievers said Ford and Chrysler are 
currently testing the new' fuel to deter­ 
mine if it is compatable with their con­ 
verters. 
The additive, already patented b> 
the Air Force here and applications for 
patents made in 14 foreign nations, is 
based on special "rare earth” com­ 


pounds rather than on tetra ethel lead 


which is the principal anti-knock agent 
now used m gasoline. 


“ As a m atter of fact,” said Sievers, 
“this most promising additive is based 
on serium which is more abundant in 
the F arth’s crust than lead and abun­ 
dant deposits are 
available m 
the 
United States ” 


In May, 1975, the satellite is sched­ 
uled to be moved into a stationary or­ 
bit over East Africa for use by India 
for one year in a special educational 


experiment aimed at reducing illit­ 
eracy among one million persons in 5,- 
000 villages, and provide them with 


health care instruction and agricultural 
training. 
The satellite also will be used as a 
traffic control center for ships and 
planes plying the Atlantic Ocean be­ 
tween North America and Europe 
During its first year, when it is over 
the Pacific Ocean, the 1 1-2 ton satel­ 
lite also will be used to beam educa­ 
tional TV programs to schools in re­

It’s the same dic- 
ease that affects the arteries 
ter the heat and causes the 
heart attacks and strokes. 
Breaking down the term, is­ 
chemia 
refers 
to 
lack 
of 
blood. The ischemia ot the 
brain, in this case, is caused 
by the disease in the arteries. 
Since they occur as short epi­ 
sodes, they are called tra/is- 
ienr. The attacks are very 
much like a stroke, excee: 
the episodes are of short- 
d''**i?*’on. Hsuallv ihev onlv 


last five to 20 minutes. 
U ith such episodes it’s com­ 
mon to ha\e temporary diffi­ 
culty in speech or temporary 
paralysis of an arm or leg or 
even difficulties in vision. In 
the more common episodes 
there ;s ro residual damage. 
However, the fact that you 
complain of some continued 
difficulty suggests to me that 
you’ve had some relatively 
permanent damage to some 
oi the brain cells. 
Although from your letter 
this doesn’t seem to be your 
problem, multiple little epi­ 
sodes can eventually destroy 
many of the brain cells in the 
gray matter or the brain cor- 
;e” . This, in turn, can cause 
individuals to have personal­ 
ly changes and may cause 
forgetfjulness and other men­ 
tal changes. The personality 
and mental changes may oc­ 
cur in the absence of any 
phvsica! findings such as pa­ 
ralysis or difficulty in speech 
or vision. If one did not know 
the 
individual 
before 
such 
little strokes occurred, they 
might nor recognize that the 
individual had the problem. 
Transitory attacks may re­ 
cur for one or two years, and 
then suddenly there won’t be 


any. Some individuals have 
on’v one nr two episodes and 
don’t have any recurrence al­ 
ter that. 
Anyone who has 
such 
a 
problem 
deserves 
careful study of the circula­ 
tion to the brain. In some in­ 
stances there is diesase in­ 
volving arteries outside the 
skull in the neck region or 
elsewhere that affects the cir­ 
culation to the brain. 
The 
problems in these areas can 
often be corrected surgically. 


I would presume that the 
numbness you complain of is 
directly related to damage of 
brain fells and in that case 
there is, indeed, very little 
else that can be done about it 
at this time. It is true that 
the function ot arty7 muscles 
that are involved with any 
form of stroke can be im­ 
proved and helned with phys­ 
iotherapy. This is sometimes 
important to prevent loss of 
function later. So. I would 
think the important thing in 
your case might be maintain­ 
ing the full range of activity 
and motion of your arms, legs 
and various muscles. ' 


I note that you refer to the 
circulation in your veins. Ac­ 
tually the area that doctors 
are interested in is the circu­ 
lation through your arteries. I 
am sure your doctors meant 
the circulation through your 
arteries at this time is all 
right.

One of the rewards of being a parent is that kids grow up 
and leave home. It’s a bittersweet thing, of course. You’d like 
to keep them small and pink and dependent—but you’d go 
crazy. 


This cosmic observation is the fruit of a recent trip I took 
to Marineland in Palos Verdes. I went there with, hem, adult 
companion (and her husband). It reminded me not at ail of a 
visit I made to the fishy amusement center some years ago 
towing four small children. 


Disneyland, Magic Mountain, Lion Country Safari, Busch 
Gardens, Knott’s Berry Farm—every excusion to an amuse­ 
ment park with small fry, Is a frantic, fun-filled adventure 
that leaves Daddy exhausted, sunburned and broke. 


Each such trip is always preceded by a trip to the credit 
union to float a loan. With parking, admission fees and tickets 
for rides, a long afternoon of hamburgers, milk shakes, cotton 
candy, popcorn and all-day suckers can cost as much as a 
weekend In Vegas. (I’ll say "all-day sucker.” ) 


The chief drag of chaperoning your moppets is that you have 
to go on all the rides with them, holding the four-year-old, 
clutching the six-year-old and watching to see that the eight- 
and 10-year-old don’t stand up on the seats. Keeping them all 
together and safe is a more harrowing experience than the 
excitement of the Matterhorn or log ride of shoot the chutes. 
Riding shotgun on a herd of active youngsters makes even the 
sedate trolley car trip to Disneyland’s Main Street a “ thrill 
ride.” 


And your noisy, excited progeny want to see everything do 
everything, go on all the rides, buy costly souvenirs that are 
broken before you get home, and visit the restroom with met­ 
ronomic regularity. I recalled little of the varied Ghost Towns 
and Fantasylands I have visited, but I have indeliable me­ 
mories of aH the public toilets from Fisherman's Wharf to the 
San Diego Zoo. 


I remember well that misty, moisty morning many moons 
ago when 1 took my brood to Marineland. (The baby was still 
in training pants. He’s a college senior now, and tops me by 
three inches.) We had a great day. One of the kids got lost, 
another fell into the penguin pool, and a third got sick, on 
candy apples. The whole day cost me just about what the new 
car did, and I couldn’t stand up straight for a week after 
lugging the baby up and down stairs. 


My latest trip to Marineland was quite different—clam, res­ 
tful, unhurried. I didn’t have to wipe a single nose or soothe a 
youngster weeping over spilled popcorn. I bought no souvenir 
T-shirts or sea-horse paper weights, and if anyone had to go to 
the rest room it was me. A placid and educational afternoon. 


And if I remembered the place where Timmy fell down the 
steps or the funny noises Sally made when the seals barked 
and little Billy’s delight over the porpoises—well, so what?

Lancaster supports plan to 
use right-of-way for park 


Legislator calls 
Claremont idea 
‘worthwhile use’

CLAREMONT — Assemblyman Wil­ 
liam Lancaster voiced support of the 
city’s desire to use the Foothill Free­ 
way right-of-way temporarily as park­ 
land at a breafast meeting today with 
the City Council at Griswold’s. 
“I feel that if we have public prop­ 
erty which has a worthwhile use, we 
should put it to such a use,” Lancaster 
commented. 


The assemblyman, who is seeking re- 
election in a new 62nd Assembly Dis­ 
trict, encompassing West Covina, Co­ 
vina, Glendora, San Dimas, La Verne 
and Claremont, explained 
that 
the 
state Department of Transportation is 
afraid it might have to replace parks 
built on such a right-of-way when the 
state decides to build the freeway. 
Lancaster satd that the federal gov­ 
ernment has agreed verbally that the 
land could be used for such a purpose. 
He futher explained that funding for 
the extension of the freeway from San 
Dimas to Upland is not scheduled at 
least until 1983. 


Lancaster, who is running unopposed 
in the Republican ballot June 4, pre­ 
dicted “quite a turnover” in the As­ 
sembly this year. He foresees 20 to 25 
new members in the Assembly, be­ 
cause many assemblymen are running 
against one another, and others are 
seeking Senate seats. 


“This is not the best year for incum­ 
bents,” Lancaster said, adding that vo­ 
ters are taking a hard look at the re­ 
cords of their representatives. 
Lancaster said that he feels the new 
62nd District will provide for more 
community interest. He thinks that the 
new district will cause a registration 
change from slightly more Republicans 
to slightly more Democrats. 
Lancaster said that he hopes the 
Legislature can adjourn by Sept. 15 
this year. 
He predicted a state budget of just 
under $10 billion as a “consensus” bud­ 
get, with a surplus of $250 million. 
He said the surplus cannot be consid­ 
ered large, because “down the road a 
few years we will face serious budget 
problems.” 
Lancaster said that he will not vote 
for Proposition 9 because ot certain 
sections it contains. 
He 
cited 
the 
proposition’s 
20,000 
words of verbage which are subject to 
court 
interpretation. 
Lancaster 
said 
that the state already has good legisla­ 
tion on the books dealing with conflict 
of interest and campaign spending. 
Lancaster said that he feels the state 
is becoming commission-happy, in that 
new commissions are continually being 
formed to deal with current problems, 
such as one which will deal with inter­ 
actions between gasoline stations and 
oil companies.

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Fast impeachment 
action not likely 


Knowledgeable sources in Congress now see the 
House Judiciary Committee proceedings on possible 
impeachment, of President Nixon ending no earlier 
than Jime 20. If impeachment articles were voted 
out, it is foreseen that nothing more would happen 
until after a July 4 recess period. 
Under the suggested timetable, it would thus be 
well into July before the full House could begin 
turning its full attention to impeachment, with all 
other matters rigidly excluded. This presumes first 
clearing away at least some of the basic appropria­ 
tions for the fiscal 1975 budget, and any other ur­ 
gent issues. 
One source says that under the indicated tightly 
controlled debate conditions, the House might con­ 
clude its deliberations in two weeks, or near July's 
end. This could be optimistic, should a very large 
number of lawmakers wish to be heard. There is 
easy gauge on that one. 
But let's plunge on with the theoretical timetable 
envisioned by key sources. The view is that the next 
step would be to grant the President a substantial 
span of time, no less than a month, to prepare his 
defense for the Senate — again presuming the 
House has voted against him on one or more of the 
proposed impeachment articles. 
In almost any court of law, a defendant could 
surely win such preparatory time. Thoughtful House 
members think the President is entitled to it, to 
assure both the fact and the appearance of utter 
fairness in such critical proceedings. 
It is for that same reason they also approve let­ 
ting Mr. Nixon have his own counsel at the House 
Judiciary stage of the case. 
In the committee phase, with the President’s law­ 
yer participating, any and all Republican committee 
members are as free as they care to be from acting 
as presidential advocates. To feel compelled to so 
act would have been awkward, since they inevitably 
must vote at some point on whether the evidence 
warrants impeachment. 
The congressional quest for fairness, and its ap­ 
pearance, thus could take the lawmakers past Labor 
Day before any crucial weighing of the impeach­ 
ment case would begin in the Senate — sitting, of 
course, as the jury determining whether or not to 
remove Mr. Nixon from office. 
Once more, in a carefully conceived timetable 
plan, sources guess the actual Senate “trial” would 
consume two to three weeks or more in September. 
At the minimum, it might very well be nearly Octo­ 
ber before a verdicet could be expected. 
A stretch-out in any one or more of the four 
phases here outlined could easily thrust the decisive 
Senate “jury” action deep into October and close to 
the important 1974 elections involing the full House, 
a third of the Senate, a host of major governorships 
and other offices. 
Naturally the prospect of delay carries with it the 
prospect that a Senate vote might in fact not come 
until after the elections. Some incumbents standing 
for re-election would like nothing better. Some would 
be happy, too, if they could beg off campaigning by 
telling their constituents they were busy “doing the 
nation’s vital business.” 
The crystal ball gets hazy when any attempt is 
made to appraise the delay factor. All we have to 
go on is past and present performance. And it is 
evident so far that Richard Nixon, in the conduct of 
the Watergate matter as it affects him personally, 
has consistently employed every delaying device 
available to him. 
It looks like a long, hard spring, summer and 
maybe fall.

Rebozo's check for $11,978 paid for 
improvements at President's home 


WASHINGTON — At the same time 
that Bebe Rebozo was collecting secret 
cash contributions for President Nixon, 
the presidential crony also paid some 
of the President’s bills. 
We have now traced to Rebozo’s per­ 
sonal 
account 
an $11,978.84 check, 
which went to pay for improvements 
on the President’s property at Key Bis- 
cayne, F la ., 
The $11,978.84 check, dated Aug, 6, 
1969, and signed by Rebozo, was made 
out to Babcock Company, a Florida 
firm. A Babcock official, confirming 
receipt of the check, said it was pay­ 
ment for electrical, air conditioning 
and painting work on the Nixon home 
at 516 Bay Lane. 
The official also confirmed receipt of 
two other payments for work at the 
presidential compound. 
On Aug. 7, 
1969, an $11,307.12 cashier’s check was 
delivered to the company. The cash­ 
ier’s check, drawn on Rebozo’s Key 
Biscayne bank, bears Richard Nixon’s 
name as the remitter. We have estab­ 
lished, however, that Nixon was not in 
Florida at the time. 
Again, on Oct. 9, 1960, Babcock re- 
ceived payment for $6,299.44 bill, which 
the company had submitted to Rebozo 
for replacing a roof and air con­ 
ditioning ducts at another of President 
Nixon’s Key Biscayne houses. We have 
been unable, however, to determine 
whose check was used in this trans­ 
action. 


Sources familiar with the financial 
records also say that Rebozo paid for 
presidential pool, pool table and archi­ 
tectural services, but we have been 
unable to obtain the exact figures. 
It is an interesting coincidence, how­ 
ever, that these expenditures coincided 
with the delivery' of the first of two 
$50,000 cash bundles which billionaire 
Howard Hughes sent to the President. 
Richard Danner, a Hughes henchman,

told us he delivered the cash to Rebozo 
at his Key Biscayne bank. It could 
have been in the summer of 1969, Dan­ 
ner said, but he couldn’t be sure. 
Hughes’ former chief honcho, Robert 
Manheu, told us he was certain the 
first $50,000 was delivered in 1969. To 
the best of his recollection, he said, it 
was in August.

Rebozo, 
speaking through an intermediary, said 
he would have to check his financial 
’•ecords which he did not have at hand. 
We will be happy to publish their com­ 
ments when we receive them. 


SMUGGLING SYNDICATE: Chinese 
opium mandarins have organized a 
smuggling syndicate similar to the one 
run by the Corsican Mafia, which for 
years has supplied most of the heroin 
on American streets. 
The Chinese smuggling ring has its 
headquarters in Taipei, the capital of 
trouble-ridden Taiwan. 
To the credit of Taiwan’s police, they 
have kept the Chinese narcotics chief­ 
tains under close surveillance and are 
working with U.S. authorities to dis­ 
rupt the opium operation. But ironical­ 
ly, it has been good law enforcement 
that has driven the independent ethnic 
Chinese drug smugglers into one tig­ 
htly disciplined organization. 
In the last few months, Hong Kong 
narcotics agents have Intercepted sev­ 
eral trawlers running opium to Hong 
Kong for conversion to heroin. These 
seizures slowed the heroin trade for six 
to seven weeks and forced up the price 
of heroin 100 per cent for awhile, ac­ 
cording to intelligence sources. 
A Hong Kong agent also grabbed a 
supply ot acetic anhydridge, the che­ 
mical used to process opium into he­ 
roin. The confiscated chemical had 
been labeled "Salt Fish’’ to sneak it 
into Hong Kong. 


The seizure was followed by police 
raids on three of Hong Kong’s most 
important heroin laboratories. 
Ail this police action finally led to 
hectic 
efforts 
to 
form 
a 
Chinese 
smuggling syndicate based in Taiwan. 
The Chinese narcotics dealers have de­ 
veloped a ruthlessly efficient organ­ 
ization, which ties to foreign banks. 
But the Taiwanese police have dog­ 
gedly kept on the trail of the narcotics 
smugglers, using sophisticated equip­ 
ment to bug their meetings and phone 
calls. 


Footnote: The United States has also 
put the heat on South Vietnamese and 
Thai authorities to make more drug ar­ 
rests. With Onental guile, some police 
have arranged with cab drivers to 
stash marijuana in their hacks. When 
an American fare is picked up, the 
hacker signals the police who arrest 
the unsuspecting American for posses­ 
sion of marijuana. This increases the 
number of arrests, although not quite 
in the way the United States had in­ 
tended. 


SADAT’S CHARITY: 
Without con- 
gressional approval, President Nixon 
quietly authorized a $10 million grant 
recently to Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat’s favorite chairty. 
The $10 million contribution In U.S.- 
held Egyptian pounds was sent to 
Waafa Wa’l Amal, the Loyalty and 
Hope Society, which is headed by Mrs. 
Anwar Sadat. 
In a letter to Rep. Lester Wolff, 
D-N.Y., the State Department conceded 
that the grant had been authorized 
“notwithstanding the absence at the 
time of formal diplomatic relations and 
the existence of other potentially appli­ 
cable prohibitions." 
But the money, though it may have 
violated the law, went for a good 
cause: relief efforts such as rehabili­ 
tating recent war casualties. 


Congress poor preparation for presidency

Wallace may settle 
for V-P nomination 


Alabama Gov. George C. Wallace may seek the Democratic 
vice presidential nomination in 1976 if his way to the top of the 
ticket is blocked. 
Wallace, who recently won renomination to a third term as 
Alabama governor with 64 per cent of the vote, has already 
set in motion a plan he hopes will deliver a minimum of 900 
convention delegates and perhaps the presidential nomination. 
But if the top spot is out of his reach, Wallace thinks he will 
have enough strength to make an indelible mark on the part}' 
platform and to bargain his way onto the ticket. 
Wallace believes the second spot can be his because the vice 
presidential nomination was offered to him in 1972 by Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey when his 377 delegates were pivotal in a 
“stop McGovern” movement. 
Wallace views 1976 as a crucial year in which he must win 
at least a partial victory to remain a national political figure. 
Asked directly if he would seek the vice presidential nomi­ 
nation, Wallace said, "I would not rule it out.” 
Wallace’s campaign organization has been working since last 
fall to establish a grassroots political organization for the gov­ 
ernor in every state. Their goal is an organization to every 
congressional district by 1975. 
Wallace’s short range goal is to carry a majority of dele­ 
gates to the party’s miniconvention this December in Kansas 
City. There he hopes to write his views on busing, tax free 
foundations, tax reform, welfare and foreign aid spending into 
the party charter. 
Failing that, Wallace thinks he can force the miniconvention 
to adopt position papers backing his stands. 
Wallace is expected to try to keep the party away from an 
outright condemnation of President Nixon for Watergate. Wal­ 
lace’s following is made up of the same constituency that 
elected tbe President and many still support Nixon. 
Wallace has been all but silent on Watergate and a party 
broadside against Nixon could hurt Wallace with his following. 
The miniconvention, said national campaign director Charles 
Snider, will be a "dry run for 1976.” 
Wallace has threatened to bolt the Democrats and run on a 
third party ticket in 1976 if the party treats him shabbily. His 
aides said that threat should be viewed as a warning to liberal 
Democrats to play fair with the governor if they want to keep 
his following within the party. 
Wallace’s fourth, and possibly his last, campaign for the 
presidency promises to be vastly different from his previous 
three attempts. 
The strategy behind it began as Wallace watched Sen. 
George McGovern roll over all challengers to win a first ballot 
victory at the 1972 Democratic convention. It was then, said 
sources close to the governor, that Wallace decided he would 
organize for 1976. 
Wallace huddled with stockcar racing magnate William 
France and Houston oil lawyer Hall Timanus, two of his most 
trusted strategists. 
The plan that evolved goes something like this: 
—Keep the national campaign organization going, and based 
on the McGovern plan, inaugurate a computerized direct mail 
fund raising system that can provide a financial base for 1976. 
—Work to change the Democratic party rules to eliminate 
"winner take all” primaries; provide for proportional repre­ 
sentation down to the precinct level; and wipe out quotas for 
women, blacks and youth in delegations. 
Win the governorship of Alabama for a record third time. 
To date Wallace has accomplished all his goals with the 
exception of eliminating completely the consideration of wom­ 
en. blacks and youth in the makeup of convention delegations. 
Several factors outside Wallace’s control have worked in his 
favor. First was McGovern’s crushing defeat. Shortly after the 
1972 presidential election, Democratic leaders began to show 
up in Montgomery, pleading with Wallace to keep his con­ 
servative following in the party. 
Next, Wallace began to take on a new shade of "respectabil­ 
ity 
that he had never been able to command before. He 
appeared with Sen. Edward Kennedy, Democratic Party Cha­ 
irman Robert Strauss, then the President and the vice president. 
m0II? imP°rtantly* the attempt on his life in 1972 that 
endedI Wallace s third presidential campaign and took away 
his ability to walk softened Wallace’s image. 
He is no longer the radical redneck from South Alabama, 
but instead, he has taken on, to many, the proportions of an 
heroic figure. He is the crippled little man in a wheelchair 
who has suffered and survived pain and paralysis because he 
wanted to be the president of his country

“ Then I’ll go at 11.”

World of animals 
Plastic bag helps when defleaing cat 


By DR. FRANK MILLER 
DEAR DR. MILLER: I fi­ 
nally hit on a neat way to 
deflea my cat. Before I tried 
a flea foam thing which she 
licked off and got sick. Ditto 
flea pow’der. .And flea spray? 
Cne squirt and she’s out of 
the room like a 
shot. 
Or 
standing on your head, if you 
try to hold her. I didn’t throw 
away the flea spary, but I fig­ 
ured out how to use it without 
scaring her to death. 


First I tuck her into a plas­ 
tic gag which is pulled over 
her entire body with just her 
head sticking out. Then I put 
a rubber band around her 


neck so it doesn’t leak. Then 
near the other end of the bag, 
I cut a small hole where I’ve 
a t t a c h e d one inch of a 
straight 18-inch tube. Through 
this tube I squirt in the flea 
spray, 
which 
is 
then 
far 
e n o u g h 
away 
the 
noise 
doesn’t scare her. Especially 
when I have the radio turned 
up loud so you car.’t hear the 
hissing. 
I just put 
several 
good shots of the spray into 
the plastic bag and leave it 
on about five minutes and it 
really works. The fleas are 
gone. Even the ones on the 
head, in a few hours. And our 
cat doesn’t mind it a bit. You 


have my permission to pass 
this tip onto other people who 
have this problem with their 
cat’s fleas. —A.E. 


Dear A.E.: Thanks, as you 
see. I have. However even

prove satisfactory in every 
case.

plastic bag as they would the 
spray can and quickly claw 
their way through the plastic.

ber band used to hold the bag 
around the neck isn’t overly 
strong.

“ Thou shalt not throw at a 
batter...but if thou dost, be 
prepared to defend thyself.” 


That old cardinal rule of 
baseball was violated twice in 
the American League Wed­ 
nesday night, 
causing 
two 
near riots and resulting in the 
loss of one player for at least 
three weeks. 


The first incident occurred 
at Arlington, Tex., where Len 
Randle of the Texas Rangers 
touched off a fight with relief 
pitcher Milt Wilcox ' of the 
C l e v e l a n d Indians in the 
eighth inning that resulted in 
a fullscale fight between both 
clubs and ended up with sev­ 
eral of the Indians' players 
attempting to go after some 
Texas fans. 


A second fight took place in 
Anaheim, Calif., when Bobby 
Valentine of California and 
pitcher Clyde Wright of Mil­ 
waukee tussled in the first in­ 
ning. causing both benches to 
empty and resulting in a dis­ 
located shoulder for Valentine 
which will sideline the Ang­ 
els' left fielder for about 
three weeks. 


Both incidents were trig­ 
gered by close pitches which 
the 
batters 
interpreted 
as 
being meant for their heads. 
In the Cleveland-Texas game. 
Wilcox started the trouble by 
throwing a pitch inside that 
bounced 
at 
Randle’s 
feet. 
Randle then laid down a bunt 
which 
Wilcox 
fielded 
and 
when the Indian pitcher tried 
to tag Randle out. the two be­ 
came engaged in a fight. 


Both benches cleared and it 
took the umpires almost 10 
minutes 
to 
restore 
order. 
Then, some Indian players, 
a n g e r e d over the debris 
thrown into their dugout by 
the fans, attempted to jump 
into the stands and settle the 
issue. Policemen finally had 
to be stationed behind and in­ 
side the dugout to prevent al­ 
tercations.

Manager Billy Martin, who as 
usual was the first one out of 
the dugout when the action 
started. “ That makes a hitter 
mad.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
money was there and so was 
Ben Jipcho.

The victory was his 
18th in 20 races on the 1TA 
tour this sea-on. including a 
couple of triumphs in the two- 
mile run. and enabled Jipcho 


to finish the year with earn­ 
ings of $16,700 


All year Jipcho was quoted 
as saying, ‘‘I run for the mo­ 
ney.

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A. Lincoln and the 
Mercury Tricksters 


In the early Spanish days Mexican rancheros noticed that 
Indians south of the San Francisco area painted their 
bodies a brilliant red. They took some erf the pigment to 
a nearby cavalry post where the commander, Andres 
Castillero, recognized it as cinnabar, the source of 
mercury. 
The New Almadén Company was formed, named after 
the famous Almadén mercury mines of Spain. The largest 
in the world, these were controlled by the Rothschilds 
who thus dictated the worldwide price for mercury. 
Unfortunately, California was then too remote to make 
the fledgling operation profitable, and it was shut down 
in 1846. But not for long. Two years later California was 
transferred from Mexico to the United States, and when 
gold was discovered the same year everyone suddenly 
needed mercury. The magic of mercury was that it could 
amalgamate with gold, thus recovering even the smallest 
speck from the crushed and powdered Mother Lode. 


Castillero sold hi* majority share to the British firm of 
Barron, Forbes and Company which renewed operations 
on a large scale. By 1852 six big furnaces were in use 
and the owners found a ready market, 
at sixty cents a 
pound, for all the mercury they could produce.Fifteen 
years later 500 men worked in the mines and mill, and 
the town on the floor of the valley was booming. 
The Rothschilds scented trouble. Their monopoly was 
broken. A group of American speculators - backed by 
Rothschild interests, many think - questioned the valid­ 
ity of the mine’s title in light of the transfer of California’s 
sovereignty from Mexico to the U.S. Leonard Swett, who 
had done so much to nominate Lincoln; Ward H ill 
Lanion, a former law partner; at least three members of 
the cabinet... all seemed to be involved. Lincoln, wor­ 
ried by the uncertainties of war. failed to investigate the 
entire situation. Taking his friends' recommendations, 
he signed an order which deprived the New Almadén 
operators of their property. 
The legal principle which Lincoln cited threatened 
California’s entire economy. 
Frederick Low. a Lincoln man, was an 1863 candidate 
for governor. If defeated, the anti-Lincoln faction would 
get in, California's gold could he diverted to the South, 
and a Republic of the Pacific might be formed 
Lincoln saw the dangers and cancelled his order - a 
humiliating but wise act. New Almadén remained a mer­ 
cury power for another 22 years until a decline In price 
and the approaching exhaustion of the deposits of cinna­ 
bar sharply reduced production. By the first decade of 
this century it was a ghost town. Only Casa Grande, the 
ornate 20-room home of the superintendent, survived. 
Other pages of history can tell you whether the power- 
perverting schemers were ever punished. What is known, 
though is that in 1881, when worldw ide production erf 
mercury totaled 115,600 76-pound flasks, New Almadén's 
name was on 26,000 of these. Not bad for a place once 
known for its body paint!

"This is an example of a 
very large and powerful cor­ 
poration sticking it to one of 
its employes," Moretti told a 
joint news conference. "Stan­ 
dard was out to get Mr. Shea­ 
rer and teach him a lesson." 
T he d i s p u t e , featured 


recently on the "60 Minutes" 
television program, evolved 
from Standard forcing dozens 
of elderly veteran employes 
to take early retirement with 
reduced benefits or be fired. 
Moretti asked that con­ 
cerned citizens donate to help 
Shearer's lawsuit. 


"This man devoted the best 
years of his life to this com­ 
pany," Moretti said. "If they 
get away with squeezing him 
out to cut down their pension 
costs, many of the two million 
California workers over the 
age of 50 have reason to be 
concerned over their own re­ 
tirement plans."

self-assertively, Dr. Goldfarb 
believes, and just masks the 
fact that he isn’t really like 
that. 
Often one partner in mar­ 
riage will be the strong figure 
but, from time to time, the 
partners will assume different 
roles according to individual 
needs. 


When 
people 
have 
been 
married for a long time, they 
sometimes stop listening to 
each other. One may reject 
ideas almost before the other 
person has had time to sug­ 
gest them. One partner may 
finish the other’s sentences or 
tell the end of every story the 
other begins. This is a subtle 
way of breaking down self-es­ 
teem. Sometimes, one partner 
engages in an extramarital 
affair simply to regain his or 
her sense of identity. 


Check to see if you may be 
guilty of habits that tend to 
lower your husband’s self-es­ 
teem. It’s never to late to 
learn and chance. By analyz­ 
ing your behavior and your 
husband’s you may be able to 
bring him back. In the way, 
your marriage could profit 
from this experience.

LOMA LINDA, Calif. (U P I) 
— Researchers at Loma Lin­ 
da University Medical Center 
have begun a three-year stu­ 
dy nf the effect of alcoholic 
intake by mothers on their 
offspring. 


The study is not aimed at 
getting 
data 
on 
alcoholic 
mothers but on the effects of 
social drinking. 


Dr. Jan Kuzma, a biostatis­ 
tician who is chief investiga­ 
tor on the project, said there 
never has been such a study. 
He recalled that research was 
done recently by Dr. Christy 
N. Ulleland at the University 
of Washington but this was di­ 
rected at chronic alcoholics 
who became mothers. 


“ We have raised the ques­ 
tion that there are not that 
many alcoholics who become 
mothers, so what about the 
effects of 
normal 
drinking 
—social drinking?” he said. 
“ Also how do smoking and 
drinking relate to disease fac­ 
tors in childbirth? What about 
diet?” 


In 
Kuzma’s 
investigation, 
questionnaires have been gi­ 
ven to expectant mothers at 
Loma Linda and three other 
hospitals nearby — Riverside 
County General, Kaiser Foun­ 
dation at Fontana, and San 
Bernardino County. 


“ We are attemprmg to get 
all the information we can on 
expectant mothers and 
the 
prenatal care they’ve had — 
their past medical history,” 
he said. “ We give them a 
questionnaire before delivery 
and then a questionnaire after 
delivery. In t h r e e to six 
months we will have some de­ 
liveries. 


“ This is still close to a year 
down the road before we have 
any concrete data, before we 
can 
say 
what 
problems 
a 
modern drinking woman has 
or whether there 
are 
any 
problems related to birth. In 
time we hope to get data on 
6.000 
women. 
There 
have 
been no studies done in this 
area except by Dr. Ulleland. 
“ There is a scarcity of in­ 
formation on drinking. It is 
s u c h 
a 
socially 
accepted 
thing. People say moderation 
won’t hurt you. We do know 
now 
that 
when 
a 
mother 
drinks alcohol it goes into her 
blood stream and it goes into 
the placenta, t h e protective 
covering for the fetus. 
“ The placenta keeps out a 
number of things but tt does 
not keep alcohol away from 
the fetus. 
Bacteria 
do 
not 
cross through the placenta. 
Certain kinds of drugs do not, 
but alcohol, which of course 
is a drug, does cross the pla­ 
centa. We want to find out 
what effects if any it has on 
the baby.” 
The Ulleland study, Kuzma 
noted, 
indicated 
premature 
births 
are 
more 
frequent 
among alcoholic mothers and 
that 
their 
offspring 
might 
have mental problems. 
“ We hope to answer ques­ 
tions as to whether prematur- 
i t y 
rates, 
the 
rates 
of 
stillbirths and abortions, neo­ 
natal mortality figures, and 
number of congenital defects 
are higher among drinking 
mothers 
than 
among e non­ 
drinking mothers,” he said. 
The National 
Institute on 
Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism 
’ as provided a $114,000 grant 
tor the project.

g a r b a g e man complained 
about the trashy way Salt 
Lake County officials treated 
employes. Auditor Gerald R. 
Hansen decided to get to the 
bottom ol it. 
H a n s e n , who normally 
spends a day punching a cal­ 
culator, donned work clothes 
and climbed aboard a sanita­ 
tion 
department 
truck. 
He 
worked a full shift, picking up 
garbage in the suburbs of Salt 
Lake City. 
“ It gave me a whole differ­ 
ent viewpoint,” he said after­ 
ward. 
“ I learned you have got to 
watch out for those plastic 
baggies. 
They 
can explode 
when you throw them on the 
truck 
and 
cover you 
with 
who-knows-what.” 
“ I got oil splattered al) over 
me,” Hansen said. 
The 39-year-old auditor de 
eided to get 
a 
handle on 
things in the sanitation de­ 
partment after an employe 
circulated an anonymous let­ 
ter accusing Hansen and oth­ 
er officials of various abuses 
—including 
an 
unsubstan­ 
tiated chargg that employes 
were forced to pay kickbacks. 
“ It was basically a crank 
letter,” Hansen said, “ full of 
malicious 
lies. 
I’ve 
asked 
postal authorities to see if 
any laws were broken. 
“ Bui it indicated that we 
have a pretty drastic lack of 
communication,” he said. “ So 
I thought, ‘By gosh, I’ll go 
out and talk with them’.” 
Hansen said he would in­ 
corporate his first-hand fin­ 


dings into a performance au­ 
dit of the department. 


The auditor began his day 
as a garbage man at 6:30 
a.m. Tuesday. He listened to 
complaints 
trorn 
sanitation 
workers as they arrived at 
work 
— 
complaints 
about 
overtime, and the need for 
protective cloihing, shoes and 
g l o v e s . Then he climbed 
aboard a truck. 


“ The man I worked with 
has been a garbage man for 
five years,” he said. “ He has 
a family and is proud of his 
job. 
" I also found that p**ople 
like garbage men —and get to 
know them just like the mail­ 
man or the milkman.” 
Hansen said handling gar­ 
bage cans all day made him 
aware of the dangers of the job. 
job. 
“ You never know what you 
are picking up.” he- said. 
The auditor said he lound 
some legitimate gripes aboul 
the need for the county to 
provide its sanitation workers 
with special gloves and other 
protective clothing. 
“ I also got a sore back and 
a few aching muscles,” he 
added. “ But I ’ll survive.”
